Americans, Willard Bodie, 28, 
and George Baldwin, 28, who 
with 10 other blue-uniformed 
U.N. guards routinely raise the 
flags of individual member 
countries each weekday mor- 
ning. 


The guards raised the blood- 


red Hag of China for the first 
time since the nation was voted 
into the U.N. a week ago. The 
flags are in alphabetical order 
and China's is 23rd.

Britain. 


At first the explosions were 


believed to be the work of the 
outlawed 
Irish 
Republican 


Army, which has threatened to 
extend to Britain its guerrilla 
war on British troops in North- 
ern Ireland. But the IRA in 
Dublin denied bombing the Post 
Office Tower. 


This morning an anonymous 


telephone caller claimed both 
explosions were set off by the 
Angry Brigade, a secret an- 
archist movement dedicated to 
wrecking British society by vio- 
lence. The call to the British 
Press Association claimed the 
Post Office Tower was bombed 
to protest Britain's entry into 
the European Common Market

The Tennessee Forging Steel Corporation of Virginia 


will establish a plant here to manufacture steel products. 
It will employ mostly draftsmen, welders and other 
similar high-skilled people who will live here, spend their 
earnings locally, and add to the purchasing power in the 
community. 


The Permaneer Corporation of St. Louis has acquired 


the Wynnewood Products Plant north of Hope, and will 
expand it by constructing and operating a factory for the 
manufacture and sale of particle board. This board and 
related products will be manufactured from shavings 
and chips to be bought from the Georgia-Pacific Cor- 
poration at Crossett. This facility will also greatly add to 
the .payrolls in the Hope area. 


Other cities and towns in Arkansas and surroundings 


states have made strong bids for each of these industries. 
We are fortunate that they have selected this area in 
which to locate. They will be strong additions to the 
economy and purchasing power in Hope and Hempatead 
County. 


The nice thing about it is that these Act 9 bonds are 


secured only by the machinery in the plants and by the 
lease-rentals paid by the industry involved. These bonds 
are not general oblication bonds of the city and there is 
no risk on the part of the city. The people who buy the 
bonds take all of the risk, if any, Involved. It is necessary, 
however, for the people to approve the bond issue at an 
election in order to make the bonds saleable under the 
law, and because the land to be used belongs to the city. 


Each of these industries have pledged to make yearly 


payments to the schools, city and county in lieu of taxes. 
These industlres will be good citizens and will curry their 
part of the tax load In the community. I trust that every 
citizen will go to the polls on November 9 and support this 
effort to improve our area. If you have any questions 
about this most important matter, please ask someone 
who knows the facts. It may be a long time before we 
have an opportunity like this again.

NEW DELHI (AP) - A 16- 


foot tidal wave swept through 
villages along the Bay of Ben- 
gal last Friday and local politi- 
cal leaders estimated, after a 
tour of the area, that 15,000 
persons, perhaps as many as 
20,000, had perished. 


The Indian government radio 


put the total at 10,000. 


It reported that at least a mil- 


lion homes had been destroyed 
or damaged so severely as to 
leave 4 million persons home- 
leas in the newest disaster to 
afflict the Indian subcontinent. 


The Cuttack and Balasore 


districts of eastern 
Orissa 


State, 150 miles southeast of 
Calcutta, appeared to be the 
areas hardest hit by the tidal 
wave and accompanying cy- 
clonic winds of up to 100 miles 
an hour. 


The Times of India, in a dis- 


patch from Cuttack, said air 
drops of food were urgently re- 
quired in some areas where all 
roads, rail lines and air strips 
had been flooded or destroyed. 


The low-lying coastal villages 


are the target of annual cyclon- 
ic storms and tidal waves that 
roar in from the Bay of Bengal 
and devastate an impoverished 
region of East Pakistan and In- 
dia in which the inhabitants 
survive on a bare subsistence 
diet even in the best of times. 


A storm and tidal wave last 


November killed at least 300,000 
persons in the Ganges river ba- 
sin in East Pakistan 300 miles 
northeast of the disaster area 
this weekend. 


The weekend • storm passed 


Sunday from Orissa to neigh- 
boring West Bengal state, de- 
stroying homes and rice crops 
in coastal villages that only two 
months ago were ravaged by 
the annual monsoon floods.

curity unit at Cummins Prison 
Farm were approved Saturday 
by the state Board of Correc- 
tion.

Indigent 
Overruled 
LITTLE ROCK ( A P ) - The 


state Supreme Court ruled today 
that James R. Howard, acting 
as a Circuit Court judge in Pu- 
laski County was mistaken when 
he ruled that an indigent de- 
fendant could not be penalized, 


l^rry Ray Hall, 21, was con- 


victed March 29 of possessing 
stolen property and the jury- 
fixed his penalty at $250. 


Hall asked for time to pay the 


fine, but his request was re- 
jected and he was committed to 
the county penal farm. 


However, on April 12, Hall 


filed a petition for release from 
custody on grounds that his 
rights under the 14th Amend- 
ment to the U.S. Constitution 
were violated when he was im- 
prisoned for inability to pay the 
fine. 


Howard ruled that Hall should 


be released, saying that be- 
cause Arkansas had no specific 
statute establishing a procedure 
for paying fines in installments. 
The court had no choice in the 
matter. 


The unanimous opinion upheld 


the contention of the prosecuting 
attorneys office that Howard had 
misinterpreted a U.S. Supreme 
Court decision on the rights of 
indigent defendants. 


Because of Howard's error, the 


state Supreme Court reversed 
the Circuit Court decision and 
sent the case back for further 
development. 


The opinion, written by Just- 


ice John A. Fogleman, said the 
U.S. Supreme Court had ruled 
that the U.S. Constitution had 
prohibited states from automati- 
cally converting a fine into a 
jail term solely because the de- 
fendant is indigent "and cannot 
forthwith pay the fine in full." 


But, Fogleman wrote, the U.S. 


Supreme Court recognized that 
there are alternatives to which 
a state "may constitutionally 
resort to serve its concededly 
valid interest in enforcing pay- 
ment of fines. 


The state court cited a num- 


ber of alternatives available to 
Circuit Courts and said that 
while those it listed may not 
cover every alternative, "it is 
certainly indicative that 
the 


(Circuit! court had alternatives 
to the unconditional release of 
Hall..." 


In a concurring opmon. Asso- 


ciate Justice Conley Byrd said 
that a defendant "cannot con- 
sistently avoid imprisonment for 
the payment of a fine by persis- 
tent impecuniousness." 


"Otherwise, we would have an 


inverse 
discrimination 
where 


the penalty of a fine would be 
chargable against only those 
who work," Byrd wrote.

The Wards purchased 
and 


moved to their dairy farm in 
1969. Prior to moving to Nevada 
County, they had been in the 
dairy business in Mesquite, 
Texas, where they started their 
dairy operation in 1958. They 
started with thirty cows in 1958, 
and by 1969 they were milking 
eighty cows. They are presently 
milking 170 Holstein cows, and 
the farm now ranks as one of the 
largest dairy farms in the state 
as well as one of the most 
modem. 


The farm consists of ap- 


proximately six hundred acres 
with 350 acres being devoted to 
grain sorghum, soybeans for 
hay, and milo and corn. Wheat is 
also utilized for fall and winter 
pasture and also harvested as 
haylage which is stored in a new 
harvestore upright silo.

When Albert first announced

If they vote for Nixon's no- 


busing amendment, they will 
antagonize the civil rights and 
labor forces that provide gener- 
ously for their election cam- 
paigns. If they vote against it, 
they risk serious political dam- 
age in their home districts and 
accusations of hypocrisy from 
Southerners. 


Albert's strategy is designed 


to spare the Northerners from 
such a choice.

ers association, is the new

"Consumers 
are 
impor- 


tant, yes. But the quickest 
and cheapest way to get sur- 
plus foods off the market is 
to go directlv to the purchas- 
ing heads of the great chain 
stores, and of group hospi- 
tals and 
nursing homes. 


They buy large amounts and 
can quickly reduce the sup- 
ply of over-plentiful foods," 
Rue says. 


He says that when the 


supply of a crop rises 10 
per cent above normal, the 
market price for perishable 
goods drops 30 per 
cent. 


The purpose of the Plentiful 
Foods Program is to keep 
market prices stable, to pre- 
vent maladjustments, when- 
ever possible through per- 
suasion and information. 


Prior to Rue's appoint- 


ment, the program was tied

These are all now under the 
Food and Nutrition program 
of Health, Education and 
Welfare. 


"Now we arc free to push 


the Plentifuls 100 per cent. 
We have divided the terri- 
tory into 75 marketing areas 
and we work mainly with 
food producers and big in- 
dustrial groups." 


"For example, last April 


we had a glut of strawber- 
ries from the south pile up 
in the New York markets. 
So we.told New York office 
to contact the 46 large in- 
stitutional users of produce. 
In 24 hours, all those perish- 
able strawberries had been 
taken off the market certain- 
ly at reduced prices."

kolai V. Podgorny as president. 


Brezhnev's 
gradual 
rise at 


home was modestly crowned 
last New Year's Eve when he 
appeared alone on television to 
give the traditional address to 
the nation. 


Then at the 24th Soviet party 


congress last spring, a flood of 
personal praise washed over 
Brezhnev. He had clearly out- 
distanced his colleagues But, 
until his visit to France his su- 
premacy had not been demon- 
strated abroad. 


Though he is head of the rul- 


ing Soviet Communist 
party, 


Brezhnev demanded and got 
honors usually reserved for a 
chief of state. 


Presumably 
Brezhnev 
will 


continue to lead Soviet negotia- 
tions with the West, a task for- 
merly the domain of Kosygin.

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - 


American intelligence analysts 
are telling U.S. officials that Is- 
rael is strengthening its de- 
fenses along the Suez Canal, 
showing no sign of intention to 
pull back. 


The reports, circulated in the 


past 10 days, come at a time 
when Israel and Egypt appear 
to be toughening their diplo- 
matic positions. 


U.S. diplomats have been try- 


ing to arrange an interim set- 
tlement 
that, 
among 
other 


things, would include a cease- 
fire, withdrawal 
of 
Israeli 


forces from 
the canal, 
and 


Egyptian crossing of the canal 
to clear and open it. 


Defense sources said the Is- 


raelis have thrown up a tall, 
earthen wall along the entire 
length of the Bar-Lev line, a 
system of underground bunkers 
linked by trenches. 


Built into the wall are more 


than 150 protected ramps onto 
which tanks could be driven to 
bring their guns to bear on any 
Egyptian forces crossing the 
canal. 


Israeli engineers also have 


provided about 50 passageways 
through which infantry and ar- 
mor could counter-attack, U.S. 
sources said. 


An extensive effort is under 


way to improve and enlarge 
strong points. Reports tell of 
large quantities of pre-cast con- 
crete modules, barb wire, sand- 
bags and other materials stock- 
ed in those strong point areas. 
The areas are manned by in- 
fantry 
rifle 
companies 
sup- 


ported by tanks. 


Over the weekend, a Leba- 


nese newspaper claimed Egypt 
has prepared a plan for limited 
crossings of the canal, to be fol- 
lowed by a major invasion of 
the Israeli-occupied Sinai Pen- 
insula. 


U.S. sources have reported in 


past months the Soviet ship- 
ment to Egypt of increased 
numbers of troop-carrying heli- 
copters. And, there have been 
recent 
reports 
of 
Egyptian 


troops engaging in night heli- 
copter exercises. 


Furthermore, 
Russians are 


said by U.S. sources to have 
provided the Egyptians with 
amphibious and mobile bridge 
equipment that would be re- 
quired in mounting a sizable 
cross-canal offensive. 


Memphis Grocer 
Tired of Robbers 
And Firebombers 


MEMPHIS, Tenn. (AP) - 


\JM\H Fong, owner of a Chinese 
grocery in Memphis, says he is 
through putting up with fire- 
bombers and robbers and is 
closing his store to move his 
family to New York. 


"Memphis is too dangerous. 


I'm going to New York. I can't 
live here anymore," Fong said 
after his store was firebombed 
a week ago. 


He said he was sitting in the 


rear of the store after dosing 
Oct. 24 when someone threw a 
firebomb against the rear of 
the building. Fong said he rush- 
ed into the adjoining building, 
where he lives, and escorted 
his wife and three small chil- 
dren outside. 


"He didn't want to stay there 


any 
longer," 
said 
Fong's 


friend, 
Sherman 
Reed, 
who 


lives next door. "1 took them 
into my home until their rela- 
tives came and got them." 


"I don't know why they keep 


bothering Fong. He wouldn't do 
anybody any harm. He's a nice 
guy-" 


Reed recalled that several

Tough Talk 
by Labor on 
Phase 2

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


machinery for Phase 2 of Presi- 
dent Nixon's economic program 
is being hammered together to 
the tune of controversy in Con- 
gress and tough talk by labor. 


President Nixon has named 


the members of 
the 
Wage 


Board and Price Commission 
who have the job of setting 
standards to prevail when the 
present 
absolute 
freeze 
is 


allowed to thaw after Nov. 13. 


But Donald Rumsfeld, execu- 


tive director of the Cost of Liv- 
ing Council, said the freeze will 
remain in full effect until modi- 
fied—even if the modifications 
are not ready by Nov. 13. 


As the House Banking Com- 


mittee opened hearings on the 
legislation Nixon has requested 
for continuing controls, AFL- 
CIO President George Meany, 
who is a member of the Wage 
Board, declared "The test of 
our continued cooperation is the 
administration's 
commitment 


to equality of sacrifice." 


Meany contended the legisla- 


tion as submitted does not meet 
the test. 


Other labor spokesmen made 


it plain they will press hard for 
retroactive 
payment 
of 
the 


wage increases now frozen. 


Treasury Secretary John B. 


Connally told the committee 
nothing in the proposed legisla- 
tion would forbid such pay- 
ments. But Secretary of Com- 
merce Maurice Stans said such 
payments would be

damaging to business." 


Sunday, Herbert Stein, the 


economist in charge of planning 
Phase 2, said he hoped Meany 
wouldn't try to challenge any 
Pay Board decisions.

BIEN HOA, Vietnam (AP) — 


President Nguyen Van Thieu 
walked among the sad little 
people today and saw 
and 


heard the miseries of war. 


There were tears and bitter- 


ness as Thieu paid his respects 
to South Vietnam's war dead at 
the Bien Hoa national ceme- 
tery. 


Haggard widows of only a 


few days, in mourning dress 
with babies in their arms, cried 
at Thieu's side. The babies 
cried, too. 


Some widows and relatives 


cursed the president behind his 
back. 


"Nguyen Van Thieu, where is 


my son? Where is my son?" 
one woman cried, but Thieu 
was too far away to hear her. 


"You 
live well, you have a 


big house," cired another when 
Thieu was out of hearing dis- 
tance. "But my husband is 
dead, leaving his six children. 
How can I feed them? I curse 
your ancestors." 


Thieu moved among scores of 


graves, from those of privates 
to a general's, lighting incense. 


He stopped at the cemetery's 


mortuary- where four new cof- 
fins were draped with the flag 
of South Vietnam. The men had 
been killed in the past few days 
while on operations in the Sai- 
gon area helping to provide se- 
curity 
for Thieu's 
gala 
in- 


auguration Sunday. 


The president spoke briefly 


with each of their widows, pre- 
sented them money, then light- 
ed incense at each casket. 


His face was drawn, and he 


appeared to be deeply moved. 


Thieu's visit to the cemetery 


just north of Saigon was part of 
the 
observance 
of National 


Day, 
which included prayers 


for peace and other tributes to 
the 135,000 South Vietnamese 
troops who have been killed in 
action since 1960.

major role in administering

enough manpower to ferret 
out many of the 
garden- 


variety 
tax dodgers 
next 


year; they'll have to concen- 
trate only on major evasion 
cases.

in your deductions, and save 
a few bucks on taxes?

late. 


The IRS always works with 


a lag of one to two years in 
auditing returns. The one you 
file next, in April, 1972, will 
then start working its way 
through the computers, and 
not until early '73 will the 
Martinsburg Monster 
have 


picked out all the returns 
that are candidates for an 
audit. 


The Monster, an enormous 


electronic brain at the IRS 
national 
computer 
center, 


applies to each 
return 
a 


secret 
formula 
known as 


"DIF" to identify 
figures 


that are suspect. Then ex- 
aminers go over these re- 


turns with eyeball and pen- 
cil, deciding which should be 
audited, and in what order. 


By the time your return 


has" made its way back to 
your local district, and you 
pet a phone call saying the 
district director would like 
a few words with you. it may 
be as late as June 1974— 
well in the future, when IRS 
agents will doubtless be free 
again to spend their time 
running down tax dodgers. 


So. sorry about your miss- 


ing an opportunity to make 
a mistake, fellas.' The time 
to make it was on your 1970 
return, if you'd had a crystal 
ball in good working order.

staff of the Arthur Lipper 
Corp., a brokerage-invest- 
ment firm with heavy over- 
seas interests, has tipped the 
company that Toyota's done 
it with the gas-turbine en- 
gine.

gineers have tried to build a 
small 
gas-turbine 
engine, 


practical for use in pas- 
senger cars. But up till now, 
the only kind anyone's been 
able to build is large-size. 
They're in fairly widespread 
use for long-haul trucks and 
buses, in the United States 
and elsewhere. 


Lipper's tipper says Toy- 


ota has actually succeeded 
in developing an engine of 
passenger-car size.

Like the turbine, the Wan- 


kel rotary engine has been 
around for a long time . . . 
on the drawing boards. Its 
German inventor produced 
the first working model back 
in the Fifties, a revolution- 
ary design with about as 
many working parts as a 
doorknob—and, a g a i n , no 
pistons banging back and 
forth. 


Nissan has evidently, at 


last, worked the production 
bugs out of the design. Its 
schedule calls for cars roll- 
ing off the line some time 
in 1973.
